The Legislative Appropriation Bill Consid- 
ered. 

VASHINGTON, July 12.— [Special.]—Tuae 
epeaker laid before the house a message from 
the president announcing his disapproval of 
the bill for the erection of a public building at 
Asheville,N.C. Referred to the committee 
on public buildings and grounds.

THE LABORING WORLD. 


The Sad Condition of the Miners at Grape 
Creek, Illinois, 


GRAPE CREEK, SIll., July 12.—There is 
prospect of a riot over the importation of ne- 
groes by the Grape Creek Coal company to 
take the places ofthe striking miners. The 
strikers declare that the new men cannot work 
under any circumstances, and that they will 
resist. force with force. The sheriff of Ver- 
million county has forty special deputies on 
the ground, and will do all in his power to 
maintain order if the negroes conclude to go 
to work, 

There were over a thousand strikers when 
the present strike began, but the number is 
pow reducei & seven or eight hundred. All 
are destituie, and the condition of many of 
them is absolutely appalling, women and 
children having barely sufficient clothing to 
cover them and hardly sufficient food to exist 
on. The men insist that they never will sur- 
render, Most of them are foreigners, the Ger- 
mans predominating. 

The strikers have heen cout most of the time 
for sixteen months, Late last fall they ac- 
cepted the company’s rates, and even under- 
bid each other for the work, there not being 
employment for all on account of the compa- 
ny’s business having greatly fallen off in con- 
sequence of the long continued strike. As 
soon as the spring opened they renewed their 
demend for the Pittsburg rate of seventy-five 
cents a ton, and went out on May 
ist. They have since been evicted 
from the company’s houses and are subsisting 
in the woods on per centages from the union 
and the charity of the surrounding country. 
A fewof them have put up slate shanties, 
some have tents and others seck any shelter 
they can find, mostof the time having only 
the protection of trees. 

CuicaGo, July 12.—It is asserted today that 
an extensive strike is threatened in the pack- 
ing houses of this city. The trouble is caused 
by the floor men or side trimmers. lor some 
time past they have been handling 125 head 
of cattleeach each day. This they claim is 
teo much for the pay, and a committee has 
been appointed to inform the foreman of the 
fact. The men demand hereafter they shall 
be required to handle but 100 head per day, 
and that they shall receive the same wages 
that they are now getting, $24 per weak, 
They alsodemand pay whether they work or 
not. What action they will take is not yet 
know?” 

Three men belonging to the steamfitters’ 
union were arrested today while interfering 
with workmen at the Mason building, corner 
of Fifth avenue and Washington streets. The 
firm of Kroeschall Bros., steamfitters, em- 
ployed three men this morning who had been 
out on strike since May 15,and one named 
Burkhardt was a member of the union, who 
returned to work on the old terms. A delega- 
tion from the union visited him and, making 
threats of violence, was arrested. 

The employes in the Rock Island yards and 
car shops this morning resumed the ten-hour 
schedule. They nearly all work by the piece, 
and there was no difficulty in restoring the old 
time table. 

This morning aswitch on the Lake Shore 
read was turned at 45th street, while a local 
freight tyain was passing over. Several cars 
were derailed. At noon today an engine with 
forty cars, many of them loaded with bridge 
piling.for the Northwestern Bridge compauy, 
was going north, at 4ist street, just as part of 
the train had passed,a man ran outfirom an 
alleyway and turned the switch, Fifteen or 
twenty of the cars ran on to the Rock Island 
main track and several of them were derailed, 
and the main tracks of the Rock Island and 
Lake Shore roads were blocked. The safety 
ewitch was broken and considerable other 
demage was done,

A BEAUTIFUL HORROR. 


THE TERRIBLE EARTH-BURST OF 


The Little Island Shaken from, Center to Circumfer- 
ences ~ A Beeutiful and Grand Sight — Many 
People Killed—The Island Badly Dam. 
8ged-— Description of the Scenes. 


Ban Francisco, July 12.—Farther details 
of the earthquakes in New Zealand state 
thatmost violent disturbances were felt in 
the heighborhood of Botona. The severity of 
the shocks led many of the. people to believe 
that the island would sink into thesea. The 
sensation experienced is said to have been 
fearful-—beyond description. 

Immediately after the first shock the in- 
habitants rushed frantically in all directions, 
When the second shock came, the entire 
country for miles around was lit up by 

THE GLARE OF THE VOLCANO, 
which. had suddeuly burst into activity, 

The scene was as grand as it was awful, 
Huge volumes of smoke, illuminated with 
flames, simultaneously burst forth from the 
range of mountains over sixty miles in length, 
and above the smoke could be seen hages 
masses of fire, resembling meteors rushing 
through the sky. 

The natives who had escaped death, gathered 
in groups, and filled with abject terror, held 
religious services, but when another 
shock would cause the earth 
to tremble they would fall with their faces to 
th e ground quivering with fear, and as soon 
asthe news of the fearful occurrence was re- 
ceived et Duckland, the government agent 
made preparations to gotothe relief of the 
suffering. Wagons were chartered and filled 
with provisions and clothes. Johnson, the 
government agent, on his arrival at Rotona, 
immediately sent back a description of the 
ecene and the damages. 

THE AGENT’S ACCOUNT. 

He says that the scene among the moun- 
tains as viewed from Wairoa road is terrible. 
Flasites of lightning, peals of thunder and 
shocks of earthquakes were incessant, while 
the dust fellin heavy showers. In addition to 
these inconveniences the roads throughout the 
country are covered with several feet of blue 
clay mud ejected from the volcanoe. All vegeta 
tion is destroyed and the aspect of the country 
is intirely changed. Biue lake and Lake Ro- 
tankahi have been transformed into mnd 
baths. The outlet of the latter lake is blocked 
up, and the bridgee which cross the lower end 
are c.vcred with mud and nearly all buildings 
are crushed in by falling mud. At Rotona, 
Snow’s temperance hall and the two principal 
hotels, as are nearly all other buildings in 
town, ere comple‘e y vr cked. The house oc- 
cupied by Mrs, Hazard and her family was 
borne down by the weight of the 
debris. Mis. Hazard was dug out alive, but 
four of her children were found dead, Hazard 
is missing. 

Detailed reports of the foreign residents at 
other points have not yet been received. 
The captain of the steamship Southera Cross, 
which arrived atAuckland on the 18th, re- 
ports having felt at sea the effect of the dis- 
turbances On the morning of June 10th, day 
following ?the earthquakes, he experienced 
the downfall of dust. From 5to 10a, m. there 
was complete darkness and balls of fire were 
conutinuaily playing around the mast heads.

THE STORM IN ILLINOIS. 


Great Destruction of Property and Loss of 
Life, 

KANKAKEE, lll., July 12.—Ruin and des- 
olation mark the course of Friday night’s 
etorm through a section of country ten miles 
ceouthwestof here. The hail was the princi- 
palagent of destruction, commencing at ‘a 
point one mile west of Chebanse and extend- 
ing two or three miles northwest; then almost 
retracing its course toward the southeast to a 
point between Clifton and Ashkum. The 
storm moved ina path three to four miles 
wide, destroying every species of vegetation 
in its path. Luxuriant fields of corm, six feet 
high, were cut closeto the ground. ‘Timothy 
and oats were mowed down as though a har- 
vester had passed through them and scores of 
farmers are raking up these crops which 
have never felt the touch of the sickle. 
Not only are these crops cut to pieces by the 
hail, but they are in many caves fairly pounded 
into the ground. Every window ov the north 
side of the buildings in the track is riddled. 
Houses and barns were unroofed and stock 
killed. Adam Fritz,in Pilot township, was 
struck by lightning and killed. In Essex, 
Miss Kate Shannon was prostrated by a bolt 
which passed down the chimney of the house. 
She is seriously injured. 

Dixon, Ill,, Jaly 12.—An electrical storm 
of very destructive nature, accompanied by 
hail and rain, passed through this section Sun- 
day night. Great damage has been done to 
crops of all kinds, especially the fruit crop, 
which will be a complete failure. Baildings 
ot diiferent kinds and telephone and telegraph 
wires have been blown down in various places 
throughout the country.

STEVE RENFROEIN THE TOILS. 


The Noted Alabama Outlaw Captared at 
Enterprise, Miss. 
MonTGOMERY, Ala., July 12,—{Special.]— 


News hasbeen received in this city of the 


capture of Steve Renfroe, the notorious Sumter 
county outlaw. He was capturod in Enter. 
prise, Miss., yesterday, and had in his posses- 
sion a mule and a lot of silverware, which he 
bad stolen near Livingston. 

His career has been checkered and romantic. 
There was no braver confederate soldier. 
Returning to his home after the war, he was 
active in the efforts of the white people to 
overthrow the radical party; was at one time 
arrested by the federal authorities on the 
charge of being a ku-klux, but was released 
without trial; was elected sheriff of the county, 
and while in that office. developed evil traits 
that led to his downfall. Up to that time he 
had erjoyed the unbounded confidence and 
esteem ofthe people, He was charged with 
embezzlement and with an _ attempt 
to burn the courthouse and records, and was 
arrested, but managed to escape4and became 
an outlaw, lingering along the border line 
between Alabama and Mississippi. 

Many thofts and daring crimes were charzed 
to him during this period. He was finally 
arrested and carried to Livingston, tried and 
sentenced to the penitentiary fora period of 
years. Coal mining contractors secured him, 
but he and other desperate men made their 
escape fiom the mines near Birmingham. Since 
then he has been an outlaw and fugitive. His 
capture is a source of comfort to the people of 
the two states.

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FOUR SUICIDES. 


An O)}d Couple Blow Their Brains Out—Two 
Unknown Men Take Their Lives. 

New YorK, July 12.—Avarian Crauch and 
his wife, Lucy, aged fifty years each, were 
found dead in their bedroem at 60 Lexington 
avenue, this afternoon, both having committed 
suicide by shooting themselves through the 
bead. They committed the act between 9 
o’ciock last night, when they were last 
seen alive, and 1 o’clock this 
afternoon, when their dead bodies ware 
discovered.

The Elections in England -The Duke of Argyi¢ 
W rites a Letter on the Situation- A Choice Bit 
of Beanda!),in which a Beron’s Wife Plays 
the Most Prominent Part, Btc. 


London, July 12.—The duke of Argyle pub- 
list es in today’s Times a letter the 
United States and Ireland. He says that des- 
pite national sympathies, there is a profound 
ignorance in England and ia the United States 
respecting each other’s constitution. He ad- 


mits his own ignorance at the beginning of 
the American csvil war in sympathizing 


with 
the south. Hesaysthe sympathyof Ameri- 
cans for the Irish in their present struggle 
arises from the error of thinking of Ireland as 
an American state, and thatthe English are 
withholding from Ireland powers similar to 


those posseseed by the different states of the 
Awerican union. 


“Nothing,” says the duke, “could be more 
erroneous than this idea. Referring to the 
right of each of the United States to due share 
of general powers of congress and to checks in 
its powers of self-government, which each 
state allows, he says Mr. Gladstone’s proposal 
violates both these grand principles, for “the 
corrupt and immoral bargain banishes Iraland 
from imperial counci!s and surrenders the mi- 
nority entirely into the hands of the local 
majority.” 

“Americans,” he adds, “would perhaps 
hardly believe this, but it is strictly true. Pre- 
tended limitations and restraints against local 
tyrappy are quite illusery.” 

The duke then appeals to Americans te 
clearly undetstand the unionist contention, 
pamely, that it has been for Ireland’s sake 
solely that the unionists have given o ° 
tion to Mr. Gladstone’s Irish scheme. 

The letter concludes cs follows: 

“It is the unionists and not members of the gov- 
ernment who are fighting for the liberties of the 
Irish poor Even if Mr. Parnell were immortal, ~

Tyrone, over J, C. Wylie, (liberal,) by 3,219 to 
277. Inthe last eiection John Dillon un- 
successfully contested this disirict against 
Lord Hamilton.

SING DIGGERS. 


STRANGE DOINGS OF A STRANGS 
AND PECULIAR PEOPLE. 


Grewsome Life of the Cave Dwellers of Wost Virgia- 
ia—Olga, the Terror, and Her Wonderful Voice 
~Ber Ghost Sings Wild, Weird Gouge to 
Haunt the Bride Who Succeeded Her. 


CHARLESTON, W; Va,, July 12.—There is o 
wild country in the rear of Caunelton moun- 
tain, in the western part of Kanawha cou nty. 
Strange peoples, many of whom are nomadic 
in habit, strange customs and strange habita- 
tions may be found for the looking. Herethe 
“sing-diggers,” or cave-dwellers, thrive in 
wild luxuriance; here the “Brotherhood of 
Prayer” and church of God sects, whose curi- 
ous rites of humility and penance recall the 
history of Druidical worship. On the south- 
ern slope of a mountain, about five miles be- 
yond “the settlement,” as these primitive 
mannered people still call the villages, Edom 
Smith,a Free Will Baptist, struck his tent 
about ten years ago. His claims for prefermont 
were speedily recognized and a following ob- 
tained. The more misty his eloquence, the 
greater honors were heaped upon him. A 
rude hut was his dweliing place, in a dense 
wood, never touched by sunshine, and hard 
by a little stream, spring fed, and a twinkling 
water fall. Here the 

OWL HOOTED GREWSOMELY 

in the nighitime. Deacon Smith was pale, 
cadaverous and.solemn. His wife was of the 
Gypsy type—dark, of stormy mein, alert and 
active. That she ruled the deacon with ua- 
gentle rod noone had reason to doubt. She 
held herselfaloof from “his people,” though 
taking part in the Saturday night services. 
He never preached save at night, and then 
only in the light of the moon. For this he 
gave reasons founded on Bible teachings and 
raticfactory to the flock. 

The dark woman was held ia veneration by 
the “sing-diggers,” for she sang as none oth- 
ers could, snd gave them healing potions and 
charms against the power ofthe evil one. Oace 
it is said that when Edom Smith spoke of 
death and the grave in bis discourse, she 
thricked aloud and rebuked her husband with 
engry words. It was known that 

HER TERROR OF DEATH 
amounted to madness, aud she had extorted an 
oath from him never to consiga her body to 
the ground, but to enclose it im au oaken box 
to be deposited on a certain stump near tae 
house. For want of sunlight she fell ill of 
rheumatism in one autumn, and died when 
the leaves were coming out again in the tangle 
of vines on the tent. Edom Smith remom- 
bered his vow and respected it. Within 
sight of the bridle path that led to 


the highway a few miles beyond, on the stump ; 


that Olga had selected, the rude oak box, con- 
taining her body, was placed. The people be- 
sought him to bury the remains, but he said 
he durst not break his word, for she had 
promised to haunt him for this, and always 
kept her word. Then they madea new path 
to the river that they might avoid 

THE AWFUL SPECTACLE 
of that discolored box, where the figure in 
white came every twilight and wandered to 
the waterfall. This weird vision was a com- 
mon sight, it was said, and they persistently 
prayed the deacon to put the coflia under 
ground where the dead belong. Elfish screams 
were heard in the midnight hour, it was told, 
and wild songs, such as O'ga used to sing as 
she sat by the cabin door. 

All knew that strong, strangely sweet voice, 
and shuddered when they heard its echo2s 
among the trees. But noone complained to 
the autborities of the horror, and the box re- 
mained through that summer and one winter 
undisturbed. It finally disappeared, no one 
knew why, and were afraid to ask concerning 
it. But the mystery was explained when he 
brought a bride to the hut. She had steadily

So they left the place one night, going no one 
knew whither, leaving everything as though 
they would return; but they never did, none 
hearing from them or the cause of their 
hegira. Perhaps they were murdered, say.the 
“song people.” Who can tell? Bat the farni- 
ture disappeared from the hut months later, 
and then a fire destroyed the house—by what 
méans no man could say. They still say the 
songs may yet be heard in the twilight and 
the awful shrieks in the midnight hour. Aad 
they will tell this tale to succeeding genera- 
tions, and warn them of the haunted cave 
near the mountain top and the ghost of the 
lonely gien.

A FRENCH astronomer has observed what 
he believes is a fire on the surface of the 
moon.

“‘My father cared nothing for show any kind,

liable to become embarrassed. People used 

think that he had a florid complexion, but his 

complexion really was pale and his skin as deli 

cate as that of a young girl. I never saw & man 

with skin so delicate. It was almost what you 

might call kissable, and continued sojuntil the day 

of his death: but as soon as he appeared in 

or was ushered into the society of strangers his em- 

barrassment caused his face to flush. ‘ 

“This is why a good mauy people thought, 
continued the colonel, smiling, ‘that my father’s 
habits were intemperate. But there could not 
bave been a greater mistake. My father could not 
drink more than one or two glasses of wine with- 
out feeling the effectin his head. During the war 
he drank no alcoholic drinks whatever, but when 
he became president he used to take a glass of 
champagne occasionally at meals. His reason for 
doing so was as follows: Soon after entering the 
white house he began to be greatly troubled by at- 
tacks of sick headache, which increased in num- 
per and in violence. Having cousulted his physi- 
cian, Dr. Norris, the latter said that the cause of 
the difficulty was partly because he smoked and 
partly because of the irre uarity with which he 
took bis meals. Our family have always been small 
eaters, and very often my father would let the 
meal hour go by without eating anything, or 
would take a very little food and supplemeut it 
afterward. Dr. Norris advised him to eat regular- 
ly and to aveid dribking water, large quantities of 
which my father had been in the habit of con- 
suming. Take champagne instead of water, said 
the doctor. My father adopted his advice, and 
every day at luncheon used to drink a glass or so 
of champagne and order the bottle to be laid 
aside on ice for use at dinner, their being a patent 
fixture inthe cork which prevented the escape of 
the gas. In a few weeks he was entirely cured of 
his sick headaches, and never had a return of 
them. It became, therefore, his habit to take 
wine with his mea)s.and he continued to do so 
until unable to swallow any longer, cwing to the 
progress of his disease. 

“phat was an amusing dispatch sent by Mr. Lin- 
coln expressing his wish that somebody would fur- 
nish the other generals witha kegof the same 
liquor that Grant drank.”’ 

‘I will tell you how the report that my father 
drank during the war originated. While he was 
at Cairo, a few days before the attack on Fort Don- 
eleon, he occupied two rooms overa bank. There 
was a Captain Koontz, chief of transportation, 


| who, by his inefficiency, had incurred my father’s 


displeasure, but who was a t friend of General 
Halleck. My father was writing out all the details 
of his proposed march to Fort Donelson, as was his 
custom, and had leftorders nottobe disturbed. 
Koontz made his appearance and insisted upon see- 
ing him. General Rawlins,who wasin an ante room, 
explained the situation, but Koontz violently and 
with an oath reiterated his determination to have 
an interview. Losing all patience, Rawlins ran 
at him, and, with language not less warm, shoved 
him out into the street. Koontz immediately 
went to General Halleck and told a terrible tale of 
the state of things at headquarters. ‘Everything 
there,’ he said, ‘is going to the dogs, Rawlins 
was drunk and he knocked me down, and Grant 
was dead drunk in the back room andcouldn’t be 
seen.’ Halleck took pains to spread the report, 
and there really wasa general impression that 
my father was under the influence of liquor the 
most of the time.’’ 

“But, as a matter of fact, he did not drink at all 
during the war?”’ 

‘Nota drop. Not until he was in the white 
house, and was acting under his physician’s or- 
ders, did he even taste wine, and then, as I told 
you, only to cure his sick headache.’’ 

“It used to be said that at public dinners —— 
the last years of his life the general wasin the habi 
of turning his glasses down and of drinking noth- 
ing but water”’ 

“That was true; and his reason for doing so was 
his fear of becoming affected by what he drank, 
It wasso natural for him to be drinking in re- 
sponse to toasts that without strict measures he 
would have shown the consequences. Two or 
three glasses might turn his head. Hoa 
could not stand what all around him stood. Ao- 
cordingly he resolved to escape danger by turning 
his glasses down-and noi drinking any wine at all. 
Yet, as 1 have said, he always drank wine at din- 
ner at home as long as he was able to drink any- 
thing. His favorite wine was Champagne.”’ 

“Did General Grant learn to smoke in the 
army?”’ 

* No; as far back asI can remember he was in the 
habit of smoking a great deal. Long before the 
war, when in astore, and partly occupied with 
manual labor. he smoked tobacco, and as much 
and a@8 freely as- circumstances permitted. 
He couldn't afford to smoke cigars 
then, and was compeiled to conffne himself to a 
pipe: nor did his occupation admit of his smokin 
all the time, but whenever it was possible he ha 
his pipe ia his mouth, He tried to learn to smoke 
when at West Point, and became a proficient in the 
practice during the Mexican war.,’’ 

‘ How many cigars did he smoke a day—as Many 
as ten or twelve?” 

“Fully that,’”’ replied the colonel, in a tone that 
indicated several more, ‘He always preferred 
strong cigars of full flavor. Sometimes at the white 
house he used a whole box of matches in smoking 
one Cigar, So many were the interruptions and he 
was obliged to talk so much.”’

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ROSECRANS A FATALIST. 


“When a Man’s Time Comes it Comes,” He 
Says. 
From the San Francisco Call. 

“General Rosecrans was the most fearless, as 
well as the most peculiar, man in the powder busi- 
ness that lever met, Some years ago he was ex- 
perimenting with nitro-glycerine and chloride of 
potash. He wasalso trying to make a new kind of 
percussion cap. Every afternoon he would go out 
to the old stone quarry and make experiments 
with dynamite there, the mayor having granted 
him permission to do so.

It was coin his younger days, and 
I suppose it is so now. From the time that he could 
wear breeches he always had the knack of having 
plenty of money. In Eatonton he had no better 

ties for making money than any of the 
other boys, and his family, like many other fami- 
lies, was not in the most comfortable circum- 
stances. He was willing to work, but he was not 
specially industrious—and yet he always had @ 
pocketful of money. He had money when he 
worked and money when he didn’t work, and ale 
ways wore fine clothes.

He could save no money from his 
wages, for he always lived expensively, weariugithe 
best clothes and the finest jewelry. My ow. opin- 
ion is,’’ Porter’s schoolmate went on, “is that it is 
nobody’s business where he got his money and 
nobody’s business how he spent it, and yet,in that 
little town, it was a fact likely to attract ¢»asider- 
able attention and comment. 


‘My impression isstrong that Porter has been 
the victim ofan unfortunate combination of cir- 
cumstances, and that he is not halfas black as he 
hasbeen painted, I may be mistaken, bu: this is 
my impression. I think the mystery abou: him— 
& mystery that has always enveloped his career— 
has been somewhat irritating to public opinion 
At sch6ol he was always a prond, self contained 
boy, who had few confidents, and I think tnis ele- 
ment in his character made him enemies. 


“And yet, there can be nodoubt that he is aman 
ofSalmost infinite resourees. He was always 
shrewd, andi hayeno doubt his experience has 
added to his shrewdness toa remarkable extent. 
Under different circumstances he would have 
made a useful citizen. He might have been a 
leader of men; he might have made his mark 
amongst the world’s best. Who can tell?’’,

traveling man—‘I have always admired the fel- 
low, lI admired him when a boy, and I have al* 
ways believed that he was more sinned’ syainst 
than sinning.

A LOUD MEETING AT THE COURT- 
HOUSE LAST NIGHT. 


The New ExecutiveO 
the Candidates for Congress and their 8upport- 
ere—The Primary to Be Held Next Tues- 
day—Some Interesting Points.

Ex-Mayor Goodwin made an amendment 
making the number nine instead of five,which 
was adopted.

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FOR TWENTY DAYS. 


The Board of Police Commissioners Convenein Reg- 
vlar Monthiy Bession Patrolmen Sheridan 
and Wootten are Tried and Buspended— 
Report of the Various Officers. 


Patrolmen Sheridan and Wooten, two of the 
best members of the Atlanta police force, were 
suspended from duty for twenty days each, 
last night, for entering a saloon while wearing 
full uniform, 

One member of the board wanted to dis- 
miss them from the force, 

joth men were suspended from duty on 
Friday last. On that day Chief Connolly 
was reliably informed that they had entered a 
saloon on Peters street on the morting of the 
4th, while they were on duty, and 
had taken adrink of liquor. The chief at 
onee ordered their suspension until the 
charges against them could be investigated. 
The board met in regular session last night. 
and the two accused patrolmen were present, 
They entered a plea of not guilty to the charge 
when their cases were called. Mr. Stewart, a 
ealoonist on Peters street, was placed on the 
stand, and said that the two men had entered 
his place on the morning of the I4th, as well 
as he could remember the date, but that he 
did not see them drink anything. 

‘But did they not drink ’’ asked Commis: 
sioner English, 

“T cannot say,’’ was the answer. 

“Did they ask you for whisky?’ 

“T believe something was said about it being 
a fine morning for a drink.” 

“Did you give them a drink?” € 

“No, sir. I placed a bottle of liquor which 
I had just filled on the cou.ter, but I did not 
see them drink.” 

No other witness saw them drink, 

Patrolman Sheridan stated that he and Pat-— 
rolman Wooten wentinto the saloon because 
he had agreed to leave a coat there, but denied 
taking a drink, 

“Was there any liquor on the counter?’ 
asked Commissioner English. 

“Il beheve there was, but about the time the 
liquor was placed there some one came in, and 
| did not drink.” 

The board could not establish the drinking 
but ascertained beyond a doubt that the two 
patroimen had entered the saloon in uniform 
while on duty. They voted them guilty of 
that charge but not guilty of 
the charge of drinking. When the -board in 
secret session began considering the punish- 
ment one commissioner said: 

“TIT move that we discharge them both.” 
“That’s too heavy,’ said a more conservative 
member. 

The board finally compromised on a suspen- 
sion of twenty days for each man. 

The chief submitted his regular monthly re- 
port, in which the work of the mounted de- 
partment was shown to fine advantage. It 
showed that the fines imposed un persons ar- 
rested by this department for violating city 
ordinances amounted to $545, and that $3.50 
had been collected from stock impounded by 
the same branch of the service. The report 
also showed that the moanted men had ar- 
rested thirtecn persons against whom state 
offenses laid, and that they had brought into 
the city treasury one-third as much money as 
the entire police department.

The act proviging forthe creation ofa board of 
commissioners Tor the county of Clay, (see acts of 
1873, p. 283,) after specifying various subjects over 
which the board is given jurisdiction, confer 
on said board “such other powers as were by law 
vested in the inferior court when sitting for county 
purposes, prior to the adoption of the present state 
constitution’’—meaning the constitution of 1868, 
As already seen, the justices of the inferior court 
bad authority to fill Yacanciesin county offices, 
prior to the constitution of 1868,in the manner 
above stated. It follows that the board of com mis- 
sioners for Clay county is vested with power to 
temporarily fill the vacancy inthe officeof tax 
collector of that county. Under the facts stated, 
however, in ‘this communicasion, an election 
should be ordered by the board without delay, as 
provided in section 257 of the code.

THE KIMBALL HOUSB WINE-ROOM 
CHANGES ITS TACTICS. 
Fcaeeamennensiememnneiemmnemanel 
Wine, Beer and Liquor ere Gold, But the Buyér Can- 
not Drink It On the Place—The City, Through 


Mayor Hillyer, Files ite Answer to the 
Injunction Filed by Al Bronck. 


The Atlanta Brewing company will prob- 
ably be booked at police headquarters today 
for violating the prohibition laws. 

Chief Connolly now has the contemplated 
case under advisement. 

For several days past the brewery has been 
delivering to Al Bronck at his place of busi- 
ness beer which Mr. Bronck purchase in the 
month of June. Yesterday Chief Connolly 
was informed of this daily delivering and in- 
structed Captain Russell to investigate the 
matter and to make acase against the brew- 
ing company if he found that they were 
delivering the beer. The captain gave the mat- 
tera in tion, and last night made 
his report to the chief. In his report Captain 
Russell states that the brewery is has 
been delivering ot to Mr, Bronck keg beer, 
but that Mr. Bronck purchased the beer pre- 
vious to the first of July. Mr. Bronck claims 
that he foresaw the trouble, and during the 
last week in June went to the brewer 
and bought nearly three hundr 
dollars’ worth of beer, for which 
be paid the cash, When he made the pur- 
chase Mr. Bronck required the brewery to 
keep the beer in the cool cellar until he need- 
ed it or any portion of it. Mr. Bronck now 
sends for the beer just as he wants it. 

After obtaining these facts the chief declin- 
ed to act until he had obtained legal advice 
upon the question and submitted his informa- 
tion to the city attorney. Today he will be 
fully advised and will then act. 

HE TOOK ADVANTAGE OF THE LAW. 

Jobn Robinson, who was arrested Sunday 
by Patrolman Lynch, and booked for being 
drunk on the streets,was the first man to take 
advantage of Alderman Cooper's ordinance. 
Robinson was arraigned in police court 
yesterday morning, and the evidence showed 
that the charge was§ correct. Judge Ander- 
son imposed a fine of five dollars and cost,and 
informed Robinson that he could take advau- 
tage of the new law and escape the ponalty 
by telling where he got his liquor. Robinson 
agreed to do so, and made a confidential 
declaration to the chief. which is now being 
investigated. Thechief for the present de- 
clines to tell whose name Rob- 
inson gave. By some means an 
impression was created yesterday that Robin- 
son had given Dr. Martin as the person from 
whom he got the liquor, and that it was a 
“lemon elixir’ which he said was made of 
quinine and corn liquor. Dr. Martin called at 
THE CONSTITUTION last night and said: 

“My store was not open Sunday afternoon 
until after Robinson was arrested, I was sit- 
ting in front of my store when Robinson went 
into Mr. Garmany’s residence and saw the offi- 
cer bring him away. He never got any lemon 
elixir or anything that would male him 
drunk from my piace,and I defy anyone to 
establish anything to the contrary.” 


WATCHING AND WAITING. 

So far no cases have been made against any 
cre for violating the liquor law except the 
Kimball house. Several places are suspected 
and are being closely watched, but in most 
cases the sales are being made by the quart 
and the cases all hang on the result of the 
Kimball house injunction case. Last night 
Chief Connolly said: ‘“‘We are not sleeping, 
just resting. Weare waiting the result of the 
injunction case. If that is decided against the 
Kimball house we will have lots of cases in 
which we are now accumulating evidence, but 
vptil then we will probably be inactive unless 
there are other violations.” 

A TALK WITH MR. MARTIN, 

Mr. E. W. Martin, chairman pro tem. of the 
board of police commissioners, said to a Con- 
STITUTION reporter yesterday: 

“The statement which has been made to the 
cffect that I acted in my individual capacity 
in stopping the Big Bonanza and Kimball 
from selling whisky and beer is without 
foundation in fact. Messrs. Hoke Smith and 
W.T. Newman met Chief Connollly and my- 
self at police headquarters and I told them 
what orders I had given the chief. They 
asked me expressly about the capacity in which 
I was acting, and [ stated that I had given the 
orders as chairman of the board of police com- 
miesioners, an authority which is well founded 
on precedent. The authority in such emer- 
gencies has always been exercised by the 
chairman of the board. It was exercised by 
Mr. Dodd, Major Crane, by Captain English 
and others. It was exercised by Capiain 
Knglish when he raided the gambling houses, 
He went even further than I did. It never 
occurred to anyone to question the authurity 
of the chairman of the commission uatil I at- 
tempted to enforce the prohibition law, which 
the people had adopted at the polls.” 

“Did you give the orders before the meet- 
ing of the executive committee of the Young 
Men’s Prohibition club?” 

“Yes. My meeting with Messrs. Smith and 
Newman was priorto the meeting of the exe- 
cutive committee. Whilethe executive com- 
wittee of the Young Men’s Prohibition club 
would be perfectly competent and perfectly 
reliable in giving information asto the law 
involved I want to say emphatically thatthe 
oicders were given before the meeting of the 
executive committee. After giving the orders 
tw the chief I went, as an individual to the 
meeting ofthe executive committee of the 
club. There the law governing the case was 
discussed. I listened to the discussion and 
also stated my views on the law, which were 
in accordance with the orders given the chief. 
Avy statement to the contrary is not true. 
The action of the people atthe Kimball and 
at the Big Bonanza was clearly in violation of 
the law. I tried so farasI was able to stop 
the violation ofthe law. Ido not suppose 
any oue will insist that when 
the chairman of the board 
eees a law openly violated he should call the 
board together to ask what course should be 
teken. I spent the morning making a thor- 
ough examination into the law. I also dis- 
cussed the law with gentlemen of undisputed 
Jegal ability, and they agreed with me. What 
| aid was done deliberately. I was trying to 
discharge my duty under the responsibility 
doveivipg upon me. I merely desired to en- 
force the lawand protect the community. If 
the matter had to be done over again I would 
rot change my course, but I would use every 
effort to enforce the law. From expressions 
that have reached myears I am sure the peo- 
ple indorse my course fally.”

A clause of the local option lawallows drug 
gists to sell pure alcohol for medical, scientific 
and art purposes. A CONSTITUTION reporter 
went among the druggisis, yesterday, to fiad 
out how they interpret the clause. 

At Schumann’s, the proprietor was asked if 
he would sell alcohol to anybody that applied 
for it. 

“Yes,” he replied, “the law allows mo that 
privilege,” 

“Would you require the purchaser to say for 
what purpose he wanted it?” 

“No, the law does not require me to do so.” 

“Then aman might purchase alcohol from 
you to cook with or to drink?” 

“He might do what he pleased with it. I 
would presume that he 

INTENDED TO OBEY THE LAW. 
It would certainly not be my business to ask 
- purchaser if he intended to violate the 
aw. 

Mr, Schumann said that there was but one- 
half gallon of pure alcohol in the city, and 
that he bad that in his laboratory. 

All the other druggists interviewed by the 
reporter said that they would sell alcoho) just 
as Mr. Schumann said he would. One stated 
the case thus: 

“If the local option law intends that drug- 
gists shall inquire of their customers what they 
intend to do with the alcoho! they buy, I don’t 
know it. It doesn’t say so in so many words, 
Therefore, if a customer comes to me to buy 
alcobo), I will sell it to him just as I would 
= bim a box of matches or a bottle of turpen- 

ine.’ 

“Then the law fails to prevent alcohol from 
being ueed for other than medical, scientific or 
art purposes?’ 

“That's exactly what it does. 

FOME DRUGGIST MAY INQUIRE 
what their customers intend to do with alcohol 
they buy, but 1 don’t think they are numer- 
ous,” 

“Mr. Schumann says that there is but a half 
gallon of pure alcohol in the city.”
